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Pierre Laval Meets Traitors End 
From French Firing Squad's Bullets

PARIS, Oct. 15.—(UP)—Pierre 
Laval, shouting “Vive La France,” 
died before a firing squad today, 
four hours after he botched an 
attempt to cheat justice by taking 
a dose of poison too weak to per- 
mit him to die by his own hand.

ORANGE COLORING PROCESS SUCCESSFUL 
WHEN APPLIED TO TOBACCO LEAVES 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 15.—(UP)—Successful application of 
the process used in coloring oranges to curing tobacco leaves 
was announced today by Clarence W. Martin, managing director 
of the Pacific Geographic Society. 

In a copyrighted article in the Oct. 20 issue of the Pacific 


Geographic Magazine, Martin declares that permitting the 
tobacco leaves to absorb an air mixture containing a minute 
quantity of ethylene, a colcrless hydrocarbon, will turn the 
leaves to a clear, bright golden color. 

Martin said the ethylene process, which is used in eliminat- 
ing green spots and to make oranges a complete orange color, 
had proved successful in experiments in Honduras and New 
South Wales, Australia. 

The process, which he said is also commonly used in pre- | 
paring other fruits and vegetables for the markets, has no 
effect on the flavor of the crop being ripened.

Too Much Delay Already 


The temporary delay—occasioned by 
language translation difficulties—in the 
opening of the Big Three tribunal to try 
major Nazi war criminals is, of course, 
to be regretted. 


The public has lost patience with the 
red tape and delays which have charac- 


terized the efforts of the U. S., Britain and’ 


Russia to bring the leaders of the Nazi 
hierarchy to justice. 


But the trials, now slated to begin later 
this week, are at least in the immediate 
offing and that is a matter of some con- 
solation. 


There is comfort, too, in the knowledge 
that Justice Robert H. Jackson and his 
aides have had ample time in which to 
accumulate evidence and prepare their 
cases. The trials themselves should be 
conducted with a minimum of delay and 
@ maximum of efficiency, with the result 
that Hitler’s top henchmen should very 
shortly pay the penalties for their infa- 
mous reign. 


Meanwhile, of course, trials of lesser 


Nazis proceed throughout Europe. Daily 
the papers carry news accounts of new 
cenvictions of those who, as concentration 
camp personnel and various other Nazi 
hirelings, carried out Hitler’s crimes 
against humanity. 


But it is upon Nuernberg that the 
world’s attention will be centered. There 
will be tried the cream—or scum—of Hit- 
lers’ palace guard. The list of those on 
the prospective indictment list reads like 
a Who’s Who of Naziism at its peak: Goe- 
ring, Hess, Ribbentrop, Ley, Keitel, 
Streicher, Funk, Schacht, Krupp, Doenitz, 
Raeder, Jodl, Von Papen and Fritzsche. 


These are the men who conceived the 
Nazi dream of world conquest, who sold 
Germany the theory of the master race. 
These are the evil geniuses who prepared 
the Reich for all-out war and who directed 
the panzers which once seemed invin- 
cible. 


Until they are tried, convicted and 
punished—and not until then—will the 
average -\merican feel that the war has 


~jndeed been won.

the ministers’ meeting in London. Can you explain it to me?” 

Her husband gave me one of those pitiful, “for-heaven’s-sake- 
don’t-or-we-will-be-here-all-evening looks” and I gave it the old Polly- 
anna treatment and let it go at that. 

I still have that Pollyanna complex about Russia, not on any 
other ground than that of necessity, but I do know the situation 
isn’t as good as it could be. I see that Secretary James Byrnes is 
going to wait it out and let Russia make the next move. 

As he waits a lot of persons, hopeful that at last the world has 
learned it must co-operate, are quivering like the well-known aspen 
leaf,

; Now, there is an explanation for the Russian pol- 
| Explanation icy at London. Secretary Byrnes didn’t tell us 
about it. Nor, apparently, did he tell the Senate. 

The facts of it are coming out in the newspapers. With all their 
admitted faults, the r®wspapers are our best bet for making a go of 
our domestic and international life. 

This isn’t a very good job in that so far as I know only a couple 
of correspondents in Europe were able to dig out the story. 

As sort of a preamble we have got to realize that all the major 
powers are suspicious. Russia sees the formation of a “bloc” against 
her anc the fact we are taking over a number of Pacific islands 
close to her shores, as the plane flies, also makes her wonder. 

The fact that we are joining with England in insisting on a demo- 
cratic form of government in Rumania and Bulgaria, which countries 
Russia feels must be in her sphere of influence, also makes her 
suspicious. 

Just, of course, as Russia’s insistence on the Dardanelles and on 
the Balkan problem makes us, but more particularly England sus- 
picious, 

So much for the preamble. 


Torpedo Now come two newspaper correspondents to prove 

once again that for the real significance of events and 
decisions, one must look not to diplomats but to the more able news- 
paper correspondents. 

Two of these—Raymond Daniell, of the New York Times, and 
Leland Stowe, a special syndicated writer of note, have “explained” 
what happened at London. 

Let's look: 

On September 11, the Russians agreed to permit France and 
China to join the peace negotiations. 

This was a violation of the very rigid and strict terms of the 
Potsdam agreem nt which limited all participation in the Rumanian, 
Bulgarian and Hungarian peace terms to those nations which had 
signed the terms of those countries’ surrender. Neither France nor 
China was a signatory. 

This was a concession to the request of the United States and 
England. 

Eleven days later, on September 22, the Russians announced they 
had changed their minds and would insist on a strict interpretation 
of the Potsdam agreement. 

This seemed entirely unreasonable. Charges flew thick and fast 
that the Soviets. were trying to break up the conference and had 
given us a typical Russian double-cross. 

It was puzzling. Americans couldn’t understand it. We got no 
explanation from our own State Department or from the Soviets. 

All we knew was that something had torpedoed the conference. 


Now comes Leland Stowe to supplement the 
September 17 New York Times’ report published October 8 
and written by Raymond Daniell. 

What blew up the conference, from the Russian viewpoint, was 
a report made September 22, 11 days after the Russians had agreed 
to depart from the strict terms of the Potsdam agreement, by a com- 
mittee of United States economic advisers, This committee reported 
that the Potsdam agreement on industrial disarmament of Germany, 
and on collection of reparations, was difficult, and probably impos- 
sible, of achievement. They recommended allowing the Germans 
more industrial ‘power. 

The Russians assumed this was a forerunner of official policy. 
If so, then it mean: a softer peace for Germany and a higher degree 
of industrialization than President Truman, Generalissimo Stalin 
and Prime Minister Attlee had agreed upon. 

To the Soviets it meant something else. 

In the years of Hitler's coming to power, he had help from Eng- 
land and France, The idea was to assist Germany in developing into 
a great military power so as to play her off against Russia. 

When the Soviets heard this committee report, which was not 
made public, they immediately became intensely suspicious that the 
strategy was to again permit Germany to rebuild as a military 
power. The Russians studied it for five days and then announced 
their change-of plans. 

One reason for optimism is that since that time Mr. Truman ap- 
parently has spoken the right words. The huge I. G. Farben Cor- 
poration has been seized; General Eisenhower has announced, for 
the first time, the plans for rooting the Nazis out of all high places. 
We, at least, have demonstrated we are not going to be soft with the 
Nazis. 

But, the thoughtful person will agree, while lamenting the fact 
suspicion exists among the great powers, that Russia had grounds 
for suspecting something when our committee recommended per- 
mitting Germany greater industrial powers and a softer peace. 

Go right ahead with books and relief kits for Russia,

Trattic Congestion 
Not Geographical 


As one who has to drive into the central sec- 

tion of Atlanta, and out again, daily, this traffic 

—e problem in the heart of the city commands my 

full interest and sympathy. Something, evidently, has got to be 
done. That is obvious. 

I have, for many years, written diatribes against the custom of 
downtown curb-parking and it pleases me, therefore, to see a move 
under way to outlaw that practice. Streets, I have always and 
continuously contended, are constructed for traffic, not as free 
parking areas. ai 

And it seems to me only a blind moron would argue against the 
need for more police, both on the traffic squad and as regular pa- 
trolmen, 

May I add that traffic police are needed, not only to direct 
motor traffic and to enforce the laws and ordinances on autoists, 
but also to reteach pedestrians in the regulations they are supposed 
to observe. The manner in which pedestrians ignore traffic lights; 
stand four or five feet out in the street if they do wait for the 
light to change; dart across streets in the middle of the block and 
otherwise endanger their own lives and others is, I believe, worse 
| and a greater menace than illegal or reckless auto driving. 


| My experience has been, for a long time, 
| Suburban Centers that bad as traffic conditions are down- 
town they are at least as bad in a number of the outlying, suburban 
shopping districts. 

It is my daily custom to follow approximately the same route 
from office to home. in midafternoon, On my route alone there are 
three areas which I have come to consider the most dangerous of 
the trip. 

First is the downtown block on Edgewood avenue, between 
Pryor and Ivy, alongside the Hurt building. Pedestrians who step 
out between parked cars, or from behind street cars, in midblock, 
seem to me more numerous here than anywhere else in the city. 


Next there is Little Five Points. Motorists 


Shopping Centers 
with shocking disregard for their own safety. Cars pull away from 
the curb without hand signal, dart around traffic on the wrong side 
of the street, etc. 

Pedestrians there, too, nonchalantly step out from between 
parked cars, right int® the path of moving traffic. 

There is a police officer on duty at the corner on Euclid avenue 
nearest the school. Not a young man, but a friendly, apparently 
efficient soul. I have-gotten to feel that he is a friend, seeing him 
every day as 1 pass. And have the impression he knows me by 
sight, in the same way, and that there is a touch of personal palship 
in the wave of his arm that signals all-clear, come ahead. 

My third zone of extra danger is Decatur, around the courthouse 
square, a block or so down Clermont avenue, around the hotel 
corner. 

No need to go into detail. Traffic there, and the behavior of 
motorists, is such that it is a common saying among friends, “‘If 
you can drive through Decatur traffic without scratching a fender, 
you can drive anywhere.” 

Then there ‘is Buckhead. Only infrequently do I drive there. 
But when I do my impression is that, in so far as traffic is concerned, 


it is a second Decatur. 
One obvious point about these suburban areas of 

Other Police congestion is that not all of them come under the 
jurisdiction of the Atlanta policé department. 

Decatur, of course, is the responsibility of the Decatur city 
police. 

Buckhead is the responsibility of the Fulton county police de- 
partment. 

I suppose there are other suburban areas I see so rarely I cannot 
observe conditions, where traffic problems are as serious. 

The downtown area is, to be sure, the Jargest sore of all, but the 
disease is not confined to one area—it erupts wherever large num- 
bers of cars daily converge.

ligious zeal, but no Japanese will believe that the American army 
is the instrument of the Christian faith, when we selected Naga- 
saki, the center of Japanese Christianity, as a target for the second 
atomic bomb. The Japanese will rightly see that the suppression 
of Shinto is a political, not a religious act, and that is likely to 
make them more ardently Shinto than ever, 
The Shinto mysticism is incomprehensible to a western mind: 
religion is “the substance of things hoped for: the evidence 
of things unseen,” and in all religions there are beliefs that are 
impossible to explain rationally. The Japanese concept of imperial 
divinity affronts the skeptic, but so does the doctrine of trans- 
substantiation in which millions of westerners profoundly believe, 


From a purely practical standpoint it would seem well if the 
emperor is co-operating with us the Japanese should continue to 
believe in his divine infallibility. To break down one infallibility 
is no guarantee that another. will not take its place. The divine 
right of kings has often given way to the divine right of a po- 
litical party or a dictator. The breakdown of transcendental 
religion has, in our days, led to the rise of secular religions, to the 


confusion of both religion and politics. 
Shintoism Shinto—to our minds—is primitive and backward, 
So, to-some minds, are all religions, In Japan 
it has always had to contend with other Oriental religions, especial- 
ly Buddhism. The word “Shinto” is of Chinese origin, not Jap- 
anese, and the primitive Japanese religion only Was called “Shinto” 
after acquaintance with the Chinese language and the arrival 
of Buddhism. It has been inextricably interwoven with the latter. 
Shinto, which started as an animistic religion, imagined the gods 
as peopling the earth with their own offspring—as did the Greeks 
—from which comes the concept of the divine succession in the 
flesh as well as the spirit. It is a racial religion, like most early 
religions. 

If Gen. MacArthur is to do away with these ideas he has my 
heartiest sympathy. Eliminating myths is not a matter of decree, 
Centuries of Christianity have not removed all traces of pre-Chris- 
tian paganism in its own rituals; as any reader of “The Golden 
Bough,” by Sir James George Frazer, British anthropologist, knows, 
Religions evolve through fresh interpretations—not through sup- 
pressions. 

But for foreigners to lay rough hands on a people’s myth is 
likely, in the long run, to revive, not eliminate them, Politics is 
still the art of possibilities. 

Of course, the Wapanese people may themselves overthrow the 
imperial structure and the religion so intimately associated with 
it. That is another matter. But the ultimate success of such a 
revolution will not be aided by the support of foreign conquerors 
—if experience is any guide.

Washington still lives with the war, necessarily. There we gnaw 
over our own worries about other bigger worries—worries of the 
nation and of the troubled world. We work, we eat and we sleep 
with such worries and, between times, we stand around news tickers 
or about the radio and punish ourselves some more. 


The trouble about Washington 
is that all worries are concen- 
trated there, or so Washington 
disposes. That's been true for 
some years. But now we have 
suddenly become the No. 1 world 
power and we can’t quite get used 
to it, and to all the bigger wor- 
ries it imposes. 

We haven't learned to handle 
our problems, each in turn, and 
file them away neatly. They are 
strewn, helter-skelter, all over the 
desk, while the telephones jangle 
and secretaries get hysterical. 

A little distance and a little 
~perspective make this clear. 


YOU ARE IMPRESSED, how- 
ever, as you move about, that 
Washington’ has got to worry, has 
got to be constantly watchful to 
see that the vee A does not gorge 
itself on peace, like eating a big 
dinner in the middle of the day 
and dozing off. That way the 
peace can be lost. Washington 
seems a little querulous about that 
at times. But when you get away 
and see how easy it is for every- 
body to let down you know how 
necessary that is. Washington 
must act like a schoo] teacher. 

But at the same timie it’s good 
to get out among the people at 
their work and play, to try to 
trace their roots, the individual 
strands which make the vast pat- 
tern that is thrown before Wash- 
ington.

A Program 
Is Needed 


WASHINGTON. —In his bien- 
nial report, Gen. Marshall writes 
emphatically although very brief- 
ly of the need to develop “expedi- 
tious methods of the mass produc- 
tion of war materiel.” His brevity 


probably is attributable to, his 
lack of a solution, 

He has a solution for the expe-| 
ditious production of fighting men: 
universal military training. This 
would give us-a constant reservoir 
of at least partially trained sol- 
diers and sailors. Universal mili- 
tary training would save priceless 
months, if another great war 
should occur. 

Universal military training does 
not imply that in another war we 
will need 10, or 15, or 20,000,000 
trained men under arms. We might 
need only two or three million. 


Gen. MarshaH estimates 4,000,000 
for the re and Air Forces with- 
in one year, if another war were. 
to occur in the next 10 years. 


IF WE WILL NEED trained men 
in a hurry, we will need, equally 
hurriedly, the weapons which they 
are to employ. Since the atomic 
bomb, we have become research 
conscious. Congress may not ap- 
propriate enough money in the 


right way to carry on a maximu..: 
program of research. But it cer-| 
tainly will not ignore this neces-| 
sity. But after the various steps 
in research from “pure” research | 
to its application to the continual | 
improvement of war-making in- 
struments, comes the testing of ex- 
perimental models. 


After that comes a much more 
costly step, large-scale production, 
or at least the tooling up for 
large-scale production. This is the 
step about which Gen. Marshall 
evinces concern. It is a step which 
we took relatively swiftly during 
the recent war. But it took more 


‘time than we are ever likely to be 


given again. 


THE INDUSTRIAL mobilization 
plans which we had before this 
war or followed during it are 
therefore obsolete. No amount of 
self-congratulation over the feats 
of American production can con- 
ceal this. P 


The size of our military pro- 
gram, the degree of readiness 
which we must maintain, will be 
determined partly by the progress 
of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion—and especially by such inter- 
national agreements as, may be 
reached on the character of the 
United Nations police force and 
regulation and control of arma- 
ments. 

But a military program cannot 
be based on hope. A reasonable 
state of readiness almost certain- 
ly would call for many more fac- 
tories in &tand-by condition than 
were ever previously contemplat- 
ed. Many of these might have to 
be retooled periodically. Entirely 
new plants might have to be built 
from time to time, as new weapons 
are developed. Some units, as a

The modern veterinarian car- 
ries quite a kit of tools and reme- 
dies with him. In addition to the 
preventive medicines, such as 


tubes for inserting medicine di- 
rectly into the first stomach.

Rich Matron Victim 
Of Torture Slaying? 


By DORIS KLEIN 
PONTIAC, Mich., Oct. 15.—(UP)—Authorities tonight questioned 


the husband and his pretty young secretary concerning the murder 


of spirited Lydia Thompson, who rose from a laundry to wealth and 
position in Detroit society and died at the hands of a fiendish torturer 
at the end of an extravagant search for her lost youth. 

Sheriff Edward J. Thomas 
hoped to learn from Louis Veto 
Thompson, 48, and lovely Miss 
Helen Budnik si 
more about his 
business rela- 
tions with his 
wife of 23 years 
who had left 
him to enter- 
tain the elite at 
her $75,000 
country estate. 
They were tak- 
en into custody 
soon after Mrs. 
Thompson's é 
body, all but Mrs. Thompson 
decapitated and bearing 18 stab 
wounds evidently inflicted by 
a torturer, had been identified by 
her wealthy neighbors. It had lain 
hidden in a marsh just off a 
lonely lover’s lane for three days. 

Coroner Leon Cobb said Mrs. 
Thompson had been the victim of 

a killer “apparently in a maniacal 
Boca with a love motive.” She 
died, he believed, “on or about 
8 p. m., Thursday, Oct. 11.” The 
body was found by mushroom 
pickers Saturday. 

Thompson told the sheriff, he 
had no knowledge of her death. 
They had been separated for a 
year, he said—he left her because 
“we just couldn’t get along.” For 
one thing, he added, she objected 
to his staying out late after his 
golf games. About six months ago

with a hatchet. The home had

BODY DUMPED IN MARSH? 

Yet there were no blood stains 
in the marsh where her body was 
found, which indicated to Sheriff 
Thomas that she had been slain 
elsewhere and had been dumped 
there from an automobile. Her 
own car was found in a parking 
lot in downtown Pontiac. It had 
been left there between 11 p. m. 
Thursday, the day she was slain, 
and 9 a, m. Friday. The attend- 
ant couldn't remember who 
brought it in, but it contained no 
evidence. 

Detroit socialites who hgd at- 
tended some of the parties Mrs. 
Thompson gave in her Orchard 
Park estate said she was an ex- 
travagant hostess. There was a 
frenzied quality to her entertain- 
ing, they said, as though after her 
years of toil in the laundry she 
was determined to have as much 
fun as she could with her accu- 
mulated wealth. 

VICTIM A RUSSIAN 

A native of Russia, she met her 
husband, a discharged British sol- 
dier of World War I, in Istanbul, 
Turkey, 24 years ago. They mar- 
ried, came to the United States, 
and established a laundry in High- 
land Park where both toiled per- 
sonally for years.
